The Prince 
afterwards turned his attention to Abyssinia, with a view 
to the improvement of French interests. In 1896 and 
1:97 he was engaged on a mission to the Emperor 
Menelik, which proved fruitless. He subsequently 
returned to Abyssinia, but again his mission was without 
satisfactory result. A few months ago Prince Henry 
undertook a journey through French Indo-China, and it 
was while travelling in the region of the fion'ier of 
Annam that he was seized with the illness wnich has 
had a fatal termination.

CEN ' to Africa. There he dis- 
tinguished himself in all 
BARATIERUthe military operations, 


and when General 
Gandolfi retired, was appointed Governor and Com- 
m*nder-in-Chief of the Italian Colony. 10 1895 he gained 
further distinction by his operations against Ras Man- 
£ascia; but in March 1896 he met with an overwhelming 
defeat at the hands of the Shoans. In consequence of this 
disaster Baratieri was recalled, and General Baldissera was 
appointed in his place. So quickly was such a prominent 
man forgotten that his death created but little impression 
in the Italian capital.

The “Oceanic” in Collision.—In a dense fog the 
great White Star liner, the Oceanic, ran down and sank the 
coasting steamer Kincora, of Waterford. The Kincora 
went down in deep water in less than ten minutes after she 
was struck. The Oceanic left Liverpool on Wednesday 
evening, Aug. 7, outward bound fér New York with 1200 
souls on board, including some of the wealthiest people in 
the world. By the time the Wexford coast was sighted the 
passengers were all in their berths asleep. 


The “Kincora” was on her way from Limerick to 
Liverpool with a small cargo. Оп her course up the 
Channel she encountered an almost impenetrable fog. At 
about a quarter-past one on the morning of Aug. 8, near

Ropes were promptly lowered 
from the Oceanic, and two boats were put out. Fourteen of 
the crew of the Xíncora clumbered up the rope-ladders,

„ BROWN has served Yorkshire well and truly 
i has been rewarded by a. benefit which stands 
out as the best a professional cricketer has ever 
E received. Circumstances were as kind to Brown 
as they had been cruel to Lockwood, of Surrey. 
The weather was fine; the first day of the match was a 
Pank Holiday; Mr. Frank Mitchell, Hirst, and Lord 
Hawke whetted the appetites of the Leeds men by the 
brightness of their cricket; Mr. A. C. Maclaren, who had 
done indifferently until this match, and Ward added zest 
to a popular match with Yorkshire folk, and the topping 
of the home county's substantial score by Lancashire still 
further excited followers of the game. In consequence the 
gate was exceedinzly good even on the third day, and the 
result, with subscriptions, is a sum of about 
£3000 for Brown, 
who, with this amount, should be able to keep the wolf 
from the door for ever. Yorkshire added not to their 
successes on this occasion; indeed, the match was drawn 
«omewhat in favour of Lancashire. The champion county, 
however, made short work of Hampshire later in the week, 
and in this conquest Brown may be said to have returned 
thanks to his county by scoring 110 and taking several 
wickets. Mr. Т. L. Taylor's 156 also assisted Yorkshire 
materially; the bowling of Hirst and Rhodes did the rest. 
Yorkshire's Programme 
contains a good many items yet, for besides their inter- 
county fixtures, they are, as usual, to appear at Scarborough 
during the festival there; then at Hastings immediately

Swedish Life - Saving Experiments, — To 
diminish accidents at sea is а most laudable object —not that 
it will reduce the opportunities for the noble exhibitions: of 
bravery and endurance which go to make life sweet, for 
such p Basen will, one fears, be only too often presented 
But there is something terrible in the sea something cruel, 
and often relentless, Count А. K. Posse’s invention has 
not been finally determined, and judgment must therefore 
be held in abeyance. The recent demonstration, however, 
in Swedish waters, clearly shows that some deduction in 
the number of accidents at seacan be made, Any attempt 
at a description of this really wonderful life-saving device 
is impossible, and our-sketch must fill in the details. 
Count Posse's apparatus wus fixed to the side of the launch 
Snabb while the experiments were being made. In the 


Illustration the device is shown open, just as it would 
appear in actual use under the water; the onward rush of 
the vessel must necessarily be impeded, and the gravity of 
collisions must often be lessened, and sometimes, perhaps, 
altogether avoided. This advance in scientific invention 
is on the right lines, and the whole civilised world 
can but be grateful to Count Posse for this child of his 
brain. His apparatus is essentially a “ braking" device. 
The inventor of this really remarkable Шалаев, 
machine has issued a pamphlet in English in the hope of 
introducing his apparatus to this country. If it can be 
proved that by its use the lives of oyp a ilors and holiday- 
makers are in some measure protected, Count Posse will 
have contributed his quota to a busy and exac:ing age.

corn and rice have an excess of fattening ре; 
therefore, the first-named ате most suited for layers, 
whereas the latter are valuable for fattening. Milk 
is also useful for the latter purpose, as it is greater 
in fat or oil, in proportion to its solids, than any 
grain, Undoubtedly the best foods for laying fowls are 


| oats, buckwheat, barley, and wheat, in the order named, if 


given separately, but it is much better to mix them in 
equal proportions, with a few peas added. Upon no 
account, except in cold or wet weather, should Indian corn 
be used, and then only in small quantities. This is a most 
valuable grain for many purposes—in fact, one of the best 
known—but feeding heavily on it will stop the supply of 
eggs. Fowls should also have a plentiful supply of grit or

began during the tragic course of the Franco- 
German War. ‘The Crown Princess and her 
husband were absolutely opposed to the policy of 
Bismarck, and it is not generally known that it 
was owing to her intervention that the Lombard - 
ment of Paris was so long delayed. If she could 
have had her will the beautiful city would have 
been spared altogether, but her opponents, and 
those of her husband—for he was on her side— 
were too strong, and Bismarck had his way. The

is fresh in the memory of all of us; but when 
she lost him, the friction between her and 
German politicians had not been healed. I
